“London, November 16.—A_ special from 
Madrid to a news agency says that at no 
stage of the peace negotiation progressing 
in Paris has the Spanish populace been 
more thoroughly engrossed than the pres- 
ent, when it Seems probable that the two 
commissions will separate without accom- 
plishing a conclusion of peace. 

The feeling has been rntensified within 
the last few days when it became apparent 
that General] Weyler was using all pressure 
et his command to prevent the Spanish gov- 
errment from agreeing to pass over the 
Philippine control.

ed and that the army was ready to follow 
his leadership against the Americans. 

A recent audience by the queen regent 
was used by General Wevyler in ugging his 
plea, and one of his strongest arguments 
was a paragraph in a letter from Marshal 
Blanco to Senator Tinado, which said: 

“The keenest sorrow’ of my life is sure 
rendering Ciba with an army of 174.9 men 
and 200 guns to an enemy who, claims to 
have conquered Cuba while we are possess- 
ed of such resources.” 

The Madrid correspondent of The Stan- 
dard says that there is considerable disap- 
pointment in high quarters at the failure 
of the Spanish peace commissioners to ob- 
tain important concessions, at least finan- 
cial ones, from the United States. 

Senors Montero Rios, Garnica and 
Abarzuza are reproachei with conduct- 
ing the negotiations too much like law- 


yers and without sufficiently attend- | 


ing to the more conciliatory suggestioi# 
of their colleagues on the commission. 

In the same strain it is argued that Senor 
Moatero Rios would undoubtedly earn pop- 
ularity by declining to sign peace on such 
harsh conditions and by patriotically throw- 
ing up his missivn. But ail sensivie people 
share Senor Sagesta’s opinion that it would 
be better to secure peace on any terms, 
while profesting against ungenerous treat- 
ment,

SPAIN PROPOSES ARBITRATION. 


American Commissioners’ Argument Is 
Given a Direct Answer. 

Paris, November 16.—The meeting today 
of the Spanish-American commission be- 
gan at 2:15 oclock p. m. and ended at 3 
o’clack p. m. The Spanish commissioners 
presented a long document in answer to 
the American argument which was sub- 
mitted last week. 

By mutual consent the memorandum of 
today was handed to the Americans with- 
out being read. The meeting adjourned 
until Saturday next. The Spanish commu- 
nication will be translated this evening 
and its contents will be discussed by the 
United States commissioners tomorrow at 
their daily session. 

The Spaniards, in their communica- 
tion today, reaffirmed the position 
which they have assumed against the 
discussion here of Spain’s Philippine 
ecvereignty. 

They insist that the words “shall deter- 
mine the control, disposition and govern- 
ment of the Philippines’’ as article 3 of the 
peace protoco] reads did not warrant any 
reference to Spain's withdrawal from the 
Philippines except on her own terms, and,

Washington, November 16.—Reports of a somewhat disquieting na- 
ture have been received from General Otis, in command at Manila. He 
says that the province of Lloilo, in the island of Panay, which is tech- 
nicaily occupied by the Spaniards, |s surrounded by the insurgents and 
that fears are entertained that the Spanish population and garrison 
be massacred by the insurgents.

The secretary of state for the colonies 
said that almost al] international trou- 
bles of recent years had arisen fram the 
competition of nations for the undeveloped 
territories on the worki’s surface in the 
possessien of barbarous tribes of decaying 
j.ations. He dwelt upon these vast tracts 
as “outlets for the teeming populations and 
trade of civilized nations.” 

Mr. Chamberlain predicted en “immense 
future” for Rhodesia and Great Britain's 
other acquisitions in Africa, even the gold 
coast on Lagos, “when medical science 
shall have succeeded in overcoming ma- 
larial diseases.” He warmly defended the 
Fyovernment’s Chinese policy, contending 
that Great Britain had ‘‘good reason to be 
Batisfied with the results* obtained as com- 
pared with other powers.”

He scorned the idea that England 
would fear German competition, as he be- 
lieved, he eaid, that Anglo-Saxon co-opera- 
tion and influence would prove irresistible 
and that there was no reason why. even 
without an alliance, Great Britain’s friend- 
ly relations with Germany should not be 
strengthened. 

“I rejoice,”’ he said in conclusion, ‘‘at the 
change that has occurred in the relations 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. To us they stand in a relation dif- 
ferent from that occupied by any other 
people. I Know a hundred reasons why 
we should be friends, none why we should 
be otherwise, and I believe that has been 
the true feeling of this country toward the 
United States for many years. All misun- 
derstandings have been happily removed 
and the combination of tthe two English- 
speaking nations would fear no other al- 
liance. 

“Our imagination must be fired 
when we contemplate the possibility of 
such a cordial understanding between 
the seventy million people of the 
United States and our fifty million 
Britons, an understanding which 
would guarantee peace and civilization 
to the world. 

“We shall welcome the United States in 
her new eareer as a colonizing nation. be- 
cause we know they are animated by the 
same motives and aspirations, employ the 
same methods and love justice as ourselves,

REFUSE TO RELEASE PRISONERS. 


Aguinaldo Declares .Civilians 


Friars Are His Enemies. 
Menila, Philippine Islands, November 16.— 
General Otis, the commander of the Amer- 
ican forces, recently proposed to Azuinaldo 
that he release the friars and civillans 
held in cartivity threughout the provinces. 
The irsurgent leader deniel their maltreat- 
ment an] refused to release the prisoners, 
Claiming that the civilians had eniisted 
@s volunteers and, therefore, were Iegiti- 
mate prisonecs of war. Aguinaldo also de- 
nied that women and children were being 
detained, but said that some women and 
children had veluntarily accomparied 
their husbands or fathers into captivity. 
As to the friars, Aguinaldo figures that 
they prohibited by pope from 
accepting parochial anpointmernrts; that 
they are only permitted to follow monastic 
life, and that the parish has been entrust- 
ed to ministers of the independent monastic 
orders. But, he adds, the Philippine cleri- 
cals have deliberately and systematically 
deceived the pope, pretending that the 
country was barbarous, unfit for the regu- 
ministry and that i¢ was necessary 
the monastie orders should administer 
parishes. Therefore, Aguinaldo con- 
tinued, he considered it necessary to de- 
tain the friars until the pope could be un- 
deceived. 
The Spanish papers here assert 
arguinary mutiny has taken place on 
board the steamship Bernardino and that 
the native crew massacred the transport’s 
officers. The papers also appeal to the 
United States to control .the natives. Adad- 
vices from Iloilo say the natives of this 
city distrust Aguinaldo and want Ameri- 
can domination.

GEN. MERRITT DISCUSSES LETTER 
OF FILIPINOS JUNTA. 


—————— - 


Says He Purposely Did Not Recognize 
the Insurgents and Feared They 
Would Loot and Plunder. 


November 16.—General Wesley 
Merritt, U. S. A., who is still in this city, 
has read the long letter of complaint 
against American officials in the Philippine 
islands addresged by the so-called Filipino 
junta of Hong Kong to President McKinley 
and the people. In discussing the Filipincs, 
he calls them “children,” and says they 
must have some form of colonial govern- 
ment similar to the British colonial gov- 
ernment. 

Regarding the complaints of the Filipinos, 
the general says: 

“It was impossible to recognize the in- 
surgents and I made it a point not to do 
so, as I knew it would lead to complications. 
Admiral Dewey, after my arrival, pursued 
the same course. In talking with leading 
Filipinos, I told them the United States 
had no promises to make, but that they 
might be assured that the government and 
people of the United States would treat 
them fairly. 

“We purposely did not give the insurgents 
notice of our attack on Manila because we 
did not need their co-operation and did not 
propose to have it. We were moved by fear 
that they might loot and plunder and pos- 
sibly murder. Aguinaldo’s subordinate 
leaders, in conversing with American offi- 
cers, frequently said they intended to cut 
the throats of all the Spaniards in Manila. 

“Aguinaldo himself wrote a complaining 
letter » ww the insurgents had been de- 
nied ‘their share of the booty,’ whatever he 
may have meant by that. I took no notice 
of this letter. nor do I think the subject 
now raised is a matter for discussion be- 
tween Aguinaldo and any representative of 
the American government.”

NEGRO TROOPS MAKE 
TROUBLE IN MACON 


— —-_—_—--— 


Tenth Immane Regiment Makes ‘a Bad 
Impression in Central City. 


PROVOST GUARD KEPT BUSY 


Colored Soldiers Declare They Will Fill 
Graves at Wholesale Rate. 


ARRESTS ARE MADE IN GREAT NUMBERS 


Georgia Town Has Its First Taste of 
Negro Troops and Is Not Wholly 
Pleased with It 


Macon, Ga., November 16 —(Special.)— 
The Tenth immunes came in this morning 
a@t 4 o'clock, from Camp Hamiiton, Lex- 
ington, Ky., and the Second Ohio came in 
this afternoon at 2. 

The negroes of the Tenth immunes began 
to cause trouble as soon as they arrived. 
While the trains were at the Central rail- 
road junction a party of negroes left the 
Cars and came into the city on an insperct- 
ing tour. After loading up on whisky they 
proceeded to the suburbs and there tried 
to take possession of several stores. They 
were armed with the Krag-Jorgensen bay- 
onet, and were making things lively for 
the residents of South Macon when a detail 
of thirty-five men, under Lieutenant Bos- 
tow, were sent to the scene. They placed 
the marauders under arrest and brought 
them into the city. Some of the negroes 
who were arrested said they would make 
graveyards for some of the people before 
they left here. 

The provost guard had just returned 
with the prisoners when they were sent for 
to come to Vineville, as a party of the col- 
ored troops was raising a disturbance at 
Drew & Parker's store. Fifteen more ne- 
groes were brought in. Arrests were made 
al] during the day, and the provost guard 
Was kept busy. None of the other troops 
caused gny trouble, and the negroes are 
the only @®nes that have been arrested. 

The negro regiment is only the advance 
guard of what is to come, as three more 
regiments have been ordered ‘here, and are 
expected to arrive this week. 

The Tenth immunes were sent out to the 
Huff place and they went to work at once 
preparing the camp. The grounds have 
already been etaked off, and the men had 
nothing to do but put up the tents and 
lay off the company streets. The officers 
and men worked all during the day in a 
downpour of rain, and‘still the camp is 
not finished. It will be in order by to- 
morrow, however, and things wil] be ar- 
ranged for the cold weather. 

The people in the neighborhood of the 
camp where the colored troops are lo- 
cated, are very much afraid that the ne- 
groes will cause some disorder, and have 
requested that the provost guard be put 
out near the camp. 3 

The Second Ohio will ramp at Ocmulgee 
park with the Third engineers. Colonel! 
Hurt, of the Third Ohio regiment, will 
probably command the First brigade, as ‘he 
is the ranking colonel, and General Comp- 
ton has res'gned. 

The regiment arrived here in a down- 
pour of rain, but the men and officers will 
get the camp grounds in condition. It will 
take until tomorrow night to get the tents 
up and the streets laid off. The regiment 
consists of twelve companies and about 
1,200 meh. 

Macon has not yet made a very favorable 
imrpession on the troops. All of them have 
arrived there when it was raining, and the 
place has been subject to much comment. 
The officers are much pleased with the 
camp locations, however, and say that they 
are the best they have ever seen. 

The Third engineers have made a favor- 
ble impression on the citizens by their gen- 
tlemanly conduct. 

The regimental hospitals are almost 
empty, and very few of the menare sick. 
The camps all seem to be very healthy, and 
no sickness has been reported that could 
be regarded as dangerous. 

The division hospital will be completed 
Saturday night, and will easily accommo- 
date 400 men. When completed it will be 
one of the best equipped hospitals in the 
south. It hag all of the ronveniences of 
a modern hotel, and is situated in a very 
healthy part of the city. 

Major Genera] Bates says that it will be 
impossible to have all of the troops in camp 
here until next Wednesday. He will then 
move his headquarters from the Exchange 
bank building to the camp erounds. Gen- 
eral Wilson moved his headquarters from 
the Hotel Lanier into the telegraph build- 
ing today. The bullding has been com- 
pletely renovated, and is now 
best office buildings in the state. 

SYeneral McKee, commander of the Sec- 
ond brigade of the First division, is ex- 
pected to arrive here this week.- He will 
be in command of the negro troops, and 
will have his headquarters at the Hiuff 
place. 
Paymaster Here Now.. 

Macon, Ga., November 16 —(Special.)— 
Paymasters Mays and Carr arrived here to- 
day and will begin Friday morning to pay 
off the First Georgia regiment. Everything 
Is in a stir at the camp of the First Georgia. 
The men are all anxious for Friday to come 
to that they can receive their money and 
get their discharges. The muster rolls have 
been signed up and the discharge papers 
have been made out. The men were kept 
busy today packing up the equipments that 
have been turned in to the government 
and the work wil] be completed by tomor- 
row. The companies will be paid off three 
at a time, and it wil! not take the paymas- 
ters long to complete the work. The sol- 
diers have already been buying clothing of 
the merchants in the city and are having 
them laid by until they receive their money. 

The men only have two more days to 
remain in camp, wand say that they will 
make things warm in Macon when ‘they do 
receive their money.

A short while ago Jackson 
was sentenced to the chaingang for a petty 
offense and Hasty paid him out, he having 
been before his arrest a trusted servant.

ASSEMBLY MERTS 


Governor Johnsten’s Biennial Message Is 
Read to the Body. 


IT IS ‘AN INTERESTING PAPER 


Heavy Deficit Has Been Overcome and 
Expenses Are Now Met. 


TOUCHES UPON EDUCATIONAL SITUATION 


He Advocates Some Amendments to 
the State Constitution and Wants 
Primary Elections. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 16.—(Spe- 
eial.)\—The general ‘assembly met this 
morning arid elected the officers named by 
the democratic caucus last night. After 
both houses had been organized Governor 
Johnston’s biennial message was transmit- 
ted and read. 

It dealt with the governor’s custody of 
the affairs of the state, made an admirable 
showing of his custody, cautioned economy 
and reduction of expenses al} along the 
line and rather advised against a constitu- 
tional convention by recommending in- 
stead certain amendments of the state con- 
stitution. 

The message congratulated the state upon 
the development ‘of its resources and the 
large amount of money which finds profita- 
ble investment therein. The condition of 
the finances is a matter of congratulation, 
the credit of the state never having been 
higher, the 2 per cent premium on bonds 
two years ago having now been raised to 
10 per cent, and all the claims against the 
treasury are being promptly met. 

The governor goes on to show that two 
vears ago the treasury had a deficit of 
$568,000 .to which was added later $468,000 
for other claims. Entering upom upon a re- 
vision of the tax laws as well as the ap- 
portionment sheet, this condition of things 
has been reversed and now the claims of 
the the state are being promptly met. Not- 
withstand!ng this flattering condition, how- 
ever, the governor goes on to say: 

With cotton at less than 5 cents a 
pound, I am sure that the honorable 
members of the general assembly agree 
with me that rigid ecc@ omy should pre- 
vail in the administration of the peo- 
ple’s affairs and that every unnecessary 
expense should be eliminated. 

In line with this declaration the govern- 
or suggests further reductions which can 
be made. 

Touches on Education. 

Passing to the matter of education, the 
governor declares that the most important 
legislation is needed to bring about nec- 
essary reform, and this gives his occasion 
to say that the appropriations should be 
made specifically hereafter instead of tax- 
ing a lump sum upon the people and then 
leaving them to a general scramble. With 
specific appropriations the. schools would 
fare better than any other department, be- 
cause, under existing circumstances, it is 
So easy to divert the school fund. Na- 
tional quarantine finds condemnation at the 
hands of Governor Johnston, because of 
the aggressive encroachments of federal 
power. The passage of a primary election 
law is recommended and also of laws put- 
ting an end to lobbying. The regretable 
fact that a great many unworthy names 
are on the pension rolls is also made a 
note of. The condition of the state as a 
whole is shown by the governor to be 
excellent. 

After the message was submitted an an- 
nouncement Was made that the senate de- 
clined to concur in the house proposition 
to hold a joint caucus for the nomination 
of solicitors tonight, but proposed a joint 
caucus for tomorrow night, in which the 
house subsequently concurred. 

No business will be transacted until the 
solicitorship contests are Gisposed of. 

The selection of permanent officers of the 
assembly has been peculiarly fortunate. 
From the presidency of the senate to the

One of the most important measures in- 
troduced was offered by Mr. Calvin, of 
Richmond, to authorize the creation of a 
State board of embalming in this state 
whose duty it shall be to issue licenses to 
professional embalmers and to perform 
other prescribed duties. Mr. Calvin's bill 
provides that the mcmbership of the board 
Shall consist of five practical embalmers 
who shall serve for the period of five vears 


and who shall receive compensation out of 
the fees of their office, thus being of no 


| expense whatever to the state. The bill 


| 
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provides that the teaure of service of each 
member of the board shall be permanent 
in character; and in order to effect this 
result the five members first appointed will 
serve respectively for one, two, three, four 
and five years, after which their successors 
will be appointed for five years each. Mr. 
Calvin's object in the introduction of this 
bills to better regulate the art of em- 
balming in this state and to prevent the 
spread of disease arising from. inefficient 
work. Similar bills have already been en- 
acted in other states of the union. Mr. 
Calvin's bill was referred to the commiitee 
on hygiene and sanitation. 
Another Temperance Measure. 

Another temperance measure was intro- 
duced in the house yesterday, and the 
author of this one is Mr. Willingham, of 
Monroe. Mr. Willingham’s bill seeks to 
prchibit the manufacture, sale or giving 
away of any intoxicating liquors within the 
bounds of the state of Georgia, 

Mr. Simpson, of Milton, introduced two 
bills to amend the code in order to reduce 
from $6 to $50 the pensions paid by the 
State of Georgia to confederate soldiers and 
the widows of confederate soldiers.

ATLANTA, GA., November 17, 1898. 
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The Democratic Programme. 

Mr. Bryan merely recites a plain piece 
of history when he says that the demo- 
crats, populists and silver republicans, 
in advocating armed interference to se- 
cure the independence of Cuba, knew 
that the successful outcome of such in- 
terference would temporarily overshad- 
ow the national issues set forth in the 
Chicago platform. 

It may be safely said that there is no 
thoughtful democrat who did not an- 
ticipate a far more serious defeat than 
that which was visited upon the party 
in the recent elections. In fact, the 
way in which the party held its own, 
making substantial gains instead of suf- 
fering losses, in the face of the fact 
that the whole conduct of a triumphant 
war was in the hands of the républ:can 
party is as surprising as it is gratifying. 
Where the democratic party expected se- 
vere losses, they have made great gains, 
and these gains are as plainly apparent 
in the heavy falling off in the republican 
vote even where that party was suc- 
cesaful, as they are in the gain of con- 
gressional seats by the democrats, 

Im short, the result of the campaign, 
taking all the circumstances into con- 
sideration, can hardiy be viewed with 
equanimity by the republican leaders, 
and that they do not so view it is shown 
by the fact that they propose immedi- 
ately to open the campaign which is to 
lead up to the election of 1900. It is 
announced that all the arrangements 
have been made, and that Mr. Hanna's 
Major Dick is in Washington ready to 
take charge of the machinery. 

As Mr. Bryan truly says, the late cam- 
paign was not a trial of the political 
and economic issues now before the peo- 
ple. In a majority of the western and 
in some of the eastern states, notably in 
New York, the issue was narrowed down 
to an indorsement of the administration’s 
war record. “The Spaniards have their 
eyes upon us,” it was said, “‘and it would 
never do to discredit the administration 
by defeating the republicans, especially 


,at this moment when our commission- 


ers in Paris are trying to arrange a 
treaty of peace.” Now it is certain 
that no democrat desired to see the ad- 
ministration discredited so far as the 
war is concerned, and it is equally cer- 
tain that the plea had its effect in all 
parts of the north. 

The actual result of the recent state 
and congressional elections, therefore, 
is to leave the national issues precisely 
where they were before, and to give 
to the democrats a more substantial uni- 
ty than they had before, and occupy ac- 
tually a stronger position. This po- 
sition is made al] the stronger by rea- 
son of the fact that the republicans 
will have absolute control of legislation 
when the new congress meets, and will 
have to face the responsiblity of legis- 
lation; and the position of the democrats 
will be still stronger if the republicans 
undertake, as they are pretty sure to do, 
to substitute bank notes for the legal 
tender currency of the government. 
Every plan of currency reform the re- 
publicans have as yet put forward, with 
any prospect of indorsement, contem- 
plates the erection of a bank monopoly 
and the placing of the people’s money 
under its control, with power to eon- 
tract or expand it at the will and pleas- 
ure of the banks. 

On the other hand, the democratic 
platform stiil expresses the hopes, de- 
sires and aspirations of the people. The 
failure to divert even an inconsiderable 
number of democratic voters from the 
declarations and purposes therein set 
forth, is utter and complete. The party 
ef Mr. Bill Bynum has disappeared as 
thoroughly as if the earth had opened 
and swallowed it, and its sometime lead- 
er is running errands for the republi- 
eans wherever Hanna thinks the ger- 
vices of a small man may do any good. 

To place the whole matter on the low- 
est grounds, morally, the democrats have 
nothing whatever to gain by modifying 
their platform or abandoning the prin- 
ciples therein set forth. We have never 
had any expectations in the east since 
the war between the states, and have 
none now; and yet, even in the east, the 
recent election shows somg results that 
political observers are bound to consid- 
er significant. In, those; states where the 


| policy of evasion was pursued, as in 
New York, New Jersey and Maryland, 
the party made no gains that can be 
traced to such a policy. But in Illinois 
and Massachusetts, where the Chicag 
platform was boldly reiterated, the party 
fared better than it did two years ago, 
considerably better. 

In short, whether we look east, where 
the Bynum party has dsappeared, or 
west, where all the anti-republican ele- 
ments have taken refuge on the Chicago 
platform, or south, where the populists 
have, with few exceptions, returned to 
the democratic party, we find that the 
party is stronger, more harmonious, 
more firmly consolidated, more thor- 
oughly united in tts purpose to 
oppose the republican party, and 
resist the aggressions of those vast 


monopolies and syndicates that have 
been butllt up as the result of republican 
legislation, than it was in 1896, 

The party’s lines are more firmly 
drawn than ever and its prospects are 
not to be compared to those which the 
party faced in 1894, when Clevelandism 
was rampant in its efforts to destroy the 
Organization and sacrifice its principles 
as an offering to the golden calf. Let 
every democrat who has doubts or fears 
bear in mind that, in spite of the odor 
of Clevelandism which still clung to the 
party in 1896, a majority of more than 
a MILLION of the WHITE VOTERS of 
this country supported the Chicago plat- 
form and voted for the party’s candi- 
dates. Ranged with the republicans 
were the ignorant negroes and the men 
who stood and still stand for selfishness 
and greed. 

We have hopes that by 1900 the great 
mass of thé white population will see its 
way clear to indorsing the democratic 
party and its candidates, 
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The Populists and the Tax Rate. 

The Carrollton Advocate, an organ of 
the populist party in this state, an- 
nounces to its readers that there is a 
growing deficiency in the income of the 
state, and declares that the democrats 
kept the matter “in the background for 
just one reason, that was to keep the 
populists from gaining power.” ‘To this 
it adds the following remarks: 

Governor Candler, no matter how bad 
he may want to reduce taxes, can’t do it, 
because “the men who control’ will not 
let him. Next year the tax rate for state 
taxes will be, it is estimated, $6.94 on the 
thousand dollars. It will be 73 cents higher 
than this year. This looks bike reducing 
taxes, don’t it? We told you before the 
election they could not redece taxes, and 
Wwe still say so, and recent developments 
prove we were right. 

The old gang must be turned out. We 
must clear the capitol of all rubbish and 
Start anew. With cotton at 4 cents and 
taxes at almost an unbearable rate the 
people will surely see that the time for 
a genuine reformation has come. We must 
call a halt. 

The truth is that while there were 
quite a number of populists in the last 
legislature, they never lifted up their 
vgiees in behalf of a lower rate of tax- 

on nor sought to eall a halt in the 
increase of appropriations which they 
knew Would necessarily (ncrease the 
rate of taxation. They sat mum while 
certain democrats jin the legislature, in- 
cluding the present speaker of the house, 
warned their colleagues that the in- 
creased appropriations would fall heav- 
ily on the people. The Constitution 
also lifted its voice in warning. 

And now, when it is discovered that 
these appropriations will place addition- 
al burdens on the people this year, who 
is calling a halt? Why it is the democratic 
governor, the democratic leaders, the 
democratic newspapers, Governor Can- 
dier was hardly warm in his seat before 
the condition of the state’s treasury ex- 
cited his solicitude, and one of his first 
official acts after taking the oath of 
office was to lay the facts before the 
legislature. More than this, it is the 
democratic newspapers of the state that 
have laid all the facts before the people, 
and that have stirred public sentiment 
up to the point of resenting any solution 
of the present difficulties which does 
not mean a reduction of expenses and a 
possible reduction of the rate of taxa- 
tion. 

It has been left for the democratic 
papers to demostrate by a comparison 
with the figures of other southern states, 
that the limit of taxation has been 
reached in Georgia. There is but one 
state in the south—Mississippi—where a 
larger rate is levied: but unless the 
State’s expenses are reduced Georegia’s 
rate will be higher than that of any 
other southern state, standing at $6.94 
athousand. The Consbtitution. however. 
can assure the populist editor and his 
populist readers that the rate will be 
reduced rather than increased. and 
that it will never, under democratie au- 
spices and so long as the resources of 
the people remain in the present crip- 
pled condition, reach the point which has 
been estimated as necessary if the ap- 
propriations are not to be cut down. 

If the anxious editor of The (Carroll- 
ton Advocate will come to town and 
investigate for himself, he will find the 
democratic governor stoutly opposed to 
an increase in taxation, and the demo- 
cratic legislature almost unanimously 
opposed to any policy or project that 
will-enlarge the burdens of the people. 
In other words, the democrats have not 
waited for the populists to call a halt, 
but have called it themselves. They 
are moved, not by party considerations 
in this matter, but by a hearty desire to 
relieve the taxpayers of the state, irre- 
spective of party. 

The Carrollton editor urges the popu- 
lists not to “stack arms,” but to “put on 
their sword and shield and go forward 
to battle with the enemy of the people, 
the political office seeker.”” The Con- 
stitution, on the other hand, urges them 
to repudiate those real enemies of the 
people, the office seekers, who were and 
are ready to sacrifice principle by a coa- 
lition with the negro party in this state 
and thus bring about a state of affairs 
es disgraceful and as threatening as 
that from which North Carolina has just 
redeemed herself.

Governor Johnston’s Message. 

The message Of Governor Johnston to 
the Alabama legislature is one which 
contains many good points, and perhaps 
none better than the following: 

T am strongly inclined to think it wiser 
policy after this fiscal year, to supersede 
our general appropriation of $350,000 by 
legislative provision devoting one-third of 
all the money received in the treasury 
from the tax on real and personal property 
to the cause of education. This would 
make an increase of néarly $100,000 in the 


appropriation and at the same time as- 
‘sure the friends of education that ag our 


values increase, as property is more fa‘rly 
assessed, and as those escaping and evad- 
ing are compelled to contribute their sfare, 
one dollar in every three that may be thus 
added to our income will go to our schools 
and the progress of the schools at least 
keep pace with the growth and develop- 
ment of our-state. 

The evil which is now upon @s in 
Georgia is largely due to the absence of 
this very policy which %s hinted at by 
Governor Johnston. From vear to year 
our state legislature, instead of 
appropriating the money in hand, has 
been appropriating in futures, and we 
have now met the fate which invariably 
comes to the persistent dealers in that 
uncertain article of merchandise. It is a 
fate which could not happen to a man 
who pays as he goes, but which always 
enmeshes the feet of the speculator and 
the spendthrift. The appropriation sheet 
passed up by the Georgia legislature 
ig simply based on speculation, and has 
nothing tangible on which to rest. The 
one legislature makes debts without lim- 
it, which the next legislature, different- 
ly circumstanced, is expeeted to meet. 
Thus with the school fund. The state 
simply collects taxes en bloc, without 
havine those taxes specifically set aside 
for the purposes for which the preceding 
legislature merely indicated that they 
might be used. 

In the meantime the legislature goes 
on making other appropriations without 
a regard to where the money is to come 
from. The result of this is that when 
the next year’s taxes begin to come in, 
the first man at the treasurer’s office 
gets the money, and when it is exhaust- 
ed the belated claimant has to stand 
aside and mourn over his negligence. 
If we could get down to a casb basis, 
and then make specified appropriations, 
the money intended for each purpose 
would stand apart as a sacred fund 


which not even the governor could or-- 


der used for any other purpose. This is 
what Governor Johnston wants to reach 
in Alabama. 

Under such a system there would in 
reality be funds for certain purposes, the 
diversion of which to any other purpose 
would be unlawful. It would prevent 
the kiting about of money, leaving the 
belated claimant to trust to luck for 
the borrowing of money on Wall street, 
or to some other expedient which should 
not be resoried to. The highest legiti- 
mate claim on the state of Georgia is 
the maintenance of her schools. If she 
has not now the schools which she 
should have. it becomes the duty of the 
various legislatures to set in motion 
such reform as will eventually give us a 
school fund—one which cannot be di- 
verted and one which it will be possi- 
ble for our people to meet. As it is, 
however, we have been rushed along to 
the brink of bankruptcy, not especially 
through any single appropriation, but 
through them all, and it is the duty of 
the legislature to find the remedy. That 
is what its members have been elected 
for. That is what they must do fear- 
lessiy, no matter where the Knife cuts. 
The public life is at stake. The men 
who pay the bills are exhausted, they 
must be given a breathing time, and we 
must begin anew, having in view first 
the ability of the men who pay the taxes, 
and second, the importance of the va- 
rious public calls as they may present 
themselves. 
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Hon. George T. Barnes.

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The Carter Case. 


The announcement comes from Wash- 
ington that the president has decided 
to lighten the punishment placed upon 
the head of Captain 0. M. Carter by re- 
moving the prison sentence which was 
one of its principal features. Instead of 
five years in prison, Captain Carter is 
made to pay a fine of $5,000. Of course 
he is dishonorably discharged from his 
position in the army, and that carries 
with it deep disgrace; but the personal 
discomfort and disgrace that comes from 
imprisonment is infinitely greater, and 
that has been spared the disgraced offi- 
cer by his friend, the president. 

In many respects the Carter case is 
one of the most remarkable with which 
any executive has had to deal. No man 
in the army had stood quite so high in 
the estimation of his superiors’as did 
Captain Carter. He had _ graduated 
from West Point with the highest per- 
centage ever won at the institution. He 
had, from the first, been given positions 
of great responsibility under the en- 
gineer corps. of which he was a mem- 
ber, and many of the important improve- 
ments in rivers and harbors had been 
executed under his direction. He had 
demonstrated so fully his efficiency that 
l’resident McKinley selected him as mil- 
itary attache at London. Then when 
congress provided for a commission to 
make a report on the Nicaraguan eanal, 
the first man the president thought of 
was his friend, Captain Carter. He 
was appointed engineer officer on this 
commission and was consulted in all 
matters appertaining to the selection of 
the other members of the commission. 

It was at this period of his career, 
when he had apparently reached the pin- 
nacle of fame and of good fortune, that 
charges were preferred against Captain 
Carter in connection with the undoubted 
misappropriation of funds growing out 
of the Savannah contracts. No man 
could have more loyal friends than Cap- 
tain Carter, and the suggestion that he 
of all men could have been implicated 
in any fraudulent transactions raised a 
howl of indignation.» The people of Sa- 
vannah had become so much attached 
to him during his stay there that for a 
long time they made it very uncomfort- 
a®le for Colonel Gillett, his successor in 
the work there, whose duty it had been 
to present the proofs against Captain 
Carter. 

The story of the long trial and the 
findings of the courtmartial are familiar 
to the readers of The Constitution. On 
the courtmartial were several members 
of the engineer corps whose feelings 
would naturally have been all in favor 
of their fellow officer. The trial covered 
a long period; and although the influ- 
ences back of Captain Carter made every 
effort to create the impression that there 
was irregularity and even prejudice 
against him, they have not been able to 
impress anybody that such was the case. 

Carter was found guilty by the unan- 
imous vote of the commission and was 
given the extreme’ sentence of dishon-

orable discharge, of being posted at the 
place of his residence..and o7 serving five 
years in the penitentiary. The govern- 
ment had been muleted of several mil- 
Lions through the ashonesty of this 
man, in whom the highest confidence 
had been placed, and it would seem that 
the punishment fitted the crime, Certain- 
ly it did not err on the side of severity. 
In every state prison in this country 
there are men—not one man but dozens 
of men—serving sentences of fifteen and 
twenty years for the misappropriation of 
sums not a thousandth part as great.

Insurance of Married Women. 
From The Boston Transcript. 

The action of the life insurance com- 
panies of Canada in agreeing hereafter to 
accept no risks on the lives of married 
women, or, in other words, wholly inde- 
pendent of their husbands, is understood to 
have been arrived at with a view to lessen 
the crime of murder for the purpose of 
securing insurance money, several cases of 
the kind having arisen within thé last two 
years.

The Carter Commutation. 
From The New York Press (Rep.). 

That which Thackeray called, in the case 
of William III, “his incorrigible forgive- 
ness” seems to be the best explanation for 
President MeKinley’s commutation of the 
sentence of. Captain Oberlin H. Carter, the 
man who has disgraced the United States 
army by corrupt connivance with swindling 
eontractors. The only why the 
president will not permit Captain Carter .to 
be sent to jail would seem to be that the 
president does not want any man to go to 


reason 


jail. 
The army’s well-known indignation at the 
leniency with which this dishonored officer 
has been treated is all that saves this case 
from being an “affaire Dreyfus’’ upside 
down in its demoralizing effect. Clemency 
has run to the lengths in the United States 
service that severity did in the French. 
But, as we have said, for the corrective 
force which military opinion may be trust- 
ed to apply nothing could be better calcu- 
lated to lower the tone of the army than 
its commutation. Nothing but eleva- 
tion and quality of that tone prevents the 
government from being robbed of a large 
portion of the $17,000,000 spent annually on 
the average for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors under the supervision of the 
engineer corps. And no other set of men 
holding posts of public trust are so besieged 
as are these men. The river and harbor 
works system is largely begotten in jobbery. 
The appropriations made largely to 
‘put money in the district” and find work 
for congressmen’s adherents. Throughout 
the whole process of expenditure the one 
man whose chief concern it:is not to get 
as much as possible out of the government 
and give as little in return is the engineer 
officer. He asks and deserves no reward 
or promotion for remaining above the moral 
plane of those who surround him. He does 
ask only that the true “honor of the army” 
be preserved by the condign punishment of 
whoever of his cloth shall sink to that level. 
In Captain Carter’s case this sentiment 
has been most signally ignored. Army offi-

THE DELAY OF THE MUSTERING 
Officers who were expected in this city some 
Gays ago in discharging the men of the 
Second Georgia at Camp Atkinson caused 
a widespread belief among the troops, and 
even among some of the officers of the regi- 
ment, that the command would be retained 
in service. It was rumored at Piedmont 
park yesterday that the mustering Officers 
in the state had been restrained by order 
of the war department from mustering out 
the regiment, and while no one would as- 
sume authority for the statement, it was 
believed by many. 

One of the officers 
yesterday: ‘‘While most of the men are 
now anxious to be mustered out, I am 
certain that if the regiment was retained, 
there would not be fifty men in the ranks 
who would not be delighted with the idea 
of going to Cuba or some other foreign 
country.”’

the mustering officers in 
coming to this city, and also the order re- 
ceived by Colonel Gardener's brigade to re- 
main at Camp Poland, led to the belief 
that the Second Georgia would not be 
mustered out after all. There seemed to be 
little foundation for the belief, however, 
and the fact that Colonel Brown was not 
notified by the war department in advance 
caused many of those who heard the rumor 
to discredit it. Colonel Brown ‘himself ex- 
pressed the belief that there was little 
chance now for the regiment to be retained. 

“There is hardly a pdssibility now,"’ said 
he, ‘“‘no matter what may be the outcome 
of the negotiations in Paris, that the Second 
Georgia will be Kept in service. The pro- 
ceedings connected with mustering the 
command out have gone too far. J have 
just received a_i telegram transferring 
twenty or thirty of my men over to the 
Third Georgia régiment to complete the 
organization of that regiment, 

“I would have been notified before if 
any such action had been contemplated, 
and as it stands now tie battalion at 
Savannah has alreedy been partly mustered 
out. The mustering officers, so far as I 
know, will go ahead with their work as 
soon as they can.” 

The position of many of the troops at 
Camp Atkinson is a peculiar one. Some of 
them say that if the government retains 
the regiment, the large part of the men 
would offer not the slightest objection %o 
remaining in the service, and that the 
only reason they:asked to be mustered out 
when they were given the choice was be- 
cause they saw no chance for active service. 

lieutenant Carter, the assistant muster- 
ing officer in this state, who is expected at 
Camp Atkinson to conduct the mustering 
out of the battalion there, did not arrive 
yesterday at the camp. Colonel Brown ex- 
pressed the opinion that it would hardly be 
possible now with hard work to muster out 
the men before the middle of next week, 
but that everything would be done by the 
officers of the regiment to facilitate the 
work of the mustering officer. Colonel 
Brown will go to Savannah before the last 
of the week to attend the work there in 
connection with the regiment that requires 
his presence.

Colonel] Gardener leaves for Knoxville 
this evening, accompanied by Lieutenant 
Polk, of the Fourth Tennessee, and Lieu- 
tenant Belcer, of the Thirty-first Michi- 
gan, who have been assisting him with the 
work of preparing the camp sites. Ten 
enlisted men from both regiments, who 
have been acting as guards for the camps, 
will also accompany Colonel Gardener back 
to Camp Poland. The men of the brigade 
were delighted yesterday when Lieuten- 
ant Belkeer told them that the brigade 
would not come to Atlanta, but would be 
held in readiness to leave for Cuba at a 
moment’s notice. The men all professed 
a liking for Atlanta, but they have been 
waiting for six months for a chance tu go 
to Cuba. 

Before leaving for Camp Poland today, 
Colonel GardeBes will make an effort to

Officers Talk of Order. 

A dispatch from Washington ordering 
the First brigade, and as it is believed 
here, the whole of the First army corps, to 
remain in Knoxville and prepare for an in- 
Stant movement, coming with the an- 
nouncement from Paris that the peace 
commissioners can come to no agreement 
in regard to the disposition of the Philip- 
pines, led to much discussion throughout 
the city yesterday as to the meaning of the 
hurried order from Washington. It is the 
general belief that troops will be massed 
in Cuba at once, and that the First army 
corps will be one of the first to be sent to 
the island, 

General Pennington, in speaking of ths 
dispatch from the war department, said 
that from recent events the public could 
draw its own conclusien of the action of 
the government in holding the troops back 
in Camp Poland. 

“We see sO many orders countermanded, ” 
said he, ‘“‘in this department that we never 
know vijere troops are going until they 
get on the train, and even then it is not 
certain they will land where they were 
first ordered. 1 have formed no opinion 
of the dispatch from the war department, 
but it is hardly probable that war with 
Spain wiil be resumed. The Spanish navy 
has been destroyed, the resources of the 
country are gone, and there is practically 
nothing left to fight.’’ 

Colonel Oscar Brown expressed the opin- 
ion that the dispatch meant that the Span- 
ish troops had nearly all been taken out of 
Cuba and that the government had decided 
ts» throw the greater part of the army in 
the island at the earliest possible moment. 
He was not of the opinion that hostilities 
With Spain would be resumed. 

General regret was expressed throughout 
the city that the brigade for which expen- 
sive preparations had been made would not 
be allowed to come to Atlanta.

Says They Are Absolutely Necessary and 
Should Be Established,

EIGHT MEN TO COVER COUNTY 


Complaints of Lawlessness Come to 
Sheriff in Great Numbers. 


SHERIFF MAY BE THE CHIEF OF POLICE 


Special Legislation Is Necessary and 
It May Be Asked for by Board 
of County Commissioners. 


THE NECESSITY FOR COUNTY PO- 
lice for Fulton county is said to be im- 
perative. Sheriff Nelms has been receiving 
for a long time from persons in the coun- 
try districts requests for protection, and 
has received many letters asking what 
can be done to re-establish the force. 

Special legislation, it is said, is the only 
way the county police can be reorganized, 
and it is believed that the passage of a 
pill giving the board of county commis- 
sioners the right to employ special men 
to patrol the country districts of the county 
and break up the lawless bands that are 
now said to be the source of continual fear, 
disturbanee and annoyance, could be easily 
and speedily secured. At the courthouse 
daily, from the country districts,"are many 
persons who complain that numerous 
tramps and loafers infest the outskirts of 
the city, doing all the ‘harm and commit- 
ting all petty crimes that they can in the 
country and returning to the city to hide. 

Sheriff Nelms, who keeps in touch with 
every part of the county through his depu- 
ties and bailiffs, said yesterday he thougot 
one of the best things that could be done 
for the county would be to re-est: ablish a 
method of a police protection for the people 
in the ceuntry. He continued: 

“Kor some time from all parts of the 
county compiaints have reached me from 
citizens who ask for protection. I have 
no way to give the aid they request. My 
men are all required at the office and the 
jail, and I have none who can act as po- 
lice men to break up the large amount of 
lawlessnese that exists and crime that is 
now being committed in the county outside 
of the city. 

“T know there is a large class of persons 
who spend the.greater portion of their time 
in the country disturbi « the peace and 
plundering in every way they cah, but 
are seldom caught. There is a large num- 
ber of negroes who make a practice of 
goinz into the woods and engaging in 
ganies of cards and craps and breaking the 
law. 

“T am powerless to act. Special 
tion will be needed to establish a 
of policemen for the county. Six or eight 
men could patrol the county, and the 
fact that such a body existed would soon 
dissipate the*gamblers and thieves. 

“Tf such a body of men was employed 
be the county there would be more arrests 
made and it would be only a short time 
before the present state of fear which ex- 
ists armmong the county fo.k would be at an 
ena.”

Once behind the bars, where he could strug- 
gle no more and harm neither the officers 
nor himself,.Kessler cried out: 

“Here Tam a victim a% last of the foul 
plot of relatives to get me out of their way. 
Oh, God, how let me die the death of the 
just and faithful.” 

Then he fell back, and hiding his face in 
his hands, wert violently. 3 

The story of the man's fncarceration is 
rather peculiar, and there is either a mys- 
tery behind him or he &* a maniac. . 

He seemed to be a man in the same mental 
condition of Shockley, who murdered Bish- 
op.on a trolley car recently and who tried 
to kill Captain Thompson. Al] the police 
officers who have looked int» the case think 
it is one parallel to that of Shockley, and 
that the only reason Kessler did not kill 
anyone was because he was taken into 
eustody and placed out of where he could 
net commit a murder. 

He is well] dressed and appears to be in 
the best of circumstances. He is about 
thirty years old and his home ts said to be 
at Toccoa. Those who know of him say 
that he and his family are well-to-do and 
stend high in the community of their res- 
idence. fs 

Yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock Pa- 
trolman Bone saw a2 man acting in the 
most peculiar manner on the streets. The 
man was Kessler and he walked into stores, 
peered about thim as if he was looking for 
someone and then dart out suddenly as if 
he was being pursued.

to continue his search. 

About 5 o'clock Bone saw Kessler run- 
ning down Decatur street and looking back 
as if he was being pursued. The man had 
a wild look in his eyes and he was bare- 
headed and panting. 

The officer overiook him and Kessler said: 

“Save me. for IT am about to be killed 
at last. I knew it would come sooner or 
jater. Hide me or I am Jost.” 

Kessler was taken to the police barracks. 
where his name was placed on .the sleepers’ 
book. He walked quietly at first toward 
the prison, but as soon aS he saw the jron 
bars he shrieked out that he was lost, and 
then hegan to fight. Four policemen had 
to take hold of him before he could be 
locked up. 

Cantain Jennings made an investigation 
of the case. There were some who had 
watched the man who said they believed 
he was not crazy, but had gone out to find 
some person who he knew was hunting 
him, and that he played off crazy after the 
officer took hold of him. — , 

“Tf he had not been locked up,” Captain 
Jennings was told, “there might have been 
another murder like the one recently com- 
mitted on a trolley car when poor Bishop 
Jost his life." 

Then, there were others who believed the 
man was @ maniac. 

“It may be that he lost his mind because 
he was really being persecuted,” said one 
officer.

Supreme Court Says Social Clubs Cannot 
Sell Liquor on the Sabbath. 


ON SAME FOOTING WITH BARS 


™he Test Case from Augusta Is De- 
cided Against Mohrman, 


MEMBERS MUST BUY ON SATURDAY 


A Club’s Bar Is Pronounced a “Tip- 
pling House” and Must Not Be 
Openei on Sunday. 


—— 


THE CAPITAL CITY AND FULTON 
clubs of Atlanta, the Commercial and Elks, 
of Augusta, the Oglethorpe, of Savannah, 
and all other social clubs in Georgia must 
close their bars and buffets bereafter on 
Sunday, or be subject to proSecution. 

The supreme court rendered a derision 
yesterday which left no doubt about the 
Status of social clubs in respect to liquor 
selling on Sunday. These social clubs are 
put on the same footing with public bar- 
rooms, and the court holds that a club 


has no more legal right to keep open on 


Sunday than the Kimball} house bar has. 

This is an interesting <gid far-reaching 
decision. Some of the social clubs have 
a large membership, and at least one has 
upward of 300 active members. The swell 
Clubs have always claimed that the law 
against “keeping open tippling houses’ on 
Sunday, does not apply to them. The su- 
preme court says that the law makes no 
distinction between a swel] club, a thobo 
club or an ordinary barroom. All bars look 
alike to the supreme court. 

The case decided by the court came up 
from Augusta. A man named Mohrman 
was manager of the Grabemax Social Club. 
Th's club's membership was made up of 
100 citizens of Augusta, and it was said 
that the club was not organized for the 
purpose of enabling its members to get 
drunk on Sunday. A bar was kept in the 
club and drinks were sold on the Sabbath 
day. Only members were permitted in the 
club room on Sunday or any other day. 

Mohrman was ronvicted in tte city court 
of Augusta on the charge of keeping open 
a tippling house on Sunday, although 
Mohrman was no more the proprietor of 
the club than any other member. 

It was asserted by Mohrman that liquor 
selling on Sunday was incidental to, and 
not the main object of the organization. 

Mr. Justice Cobb. delivering the opinion 
in which all the justices present concurred, 
said: *“‘We are of the opinion that the in- 
cidenta} selling of liquors will make a place 
none the less a tippling house than if it 
was the main object of its establishment, 
The evil intended to be corrected by the 
state is the keeping open on the Sabbath 
day of houses where liquor is furnished 
and drank, and it makes no difference, 
we think, for what purpose the house 1s 
being operated, if the fact remains that 
intoxicating liquors are furnished on the 
Sabbath day to be drunk on the premises 
where they are supplied. It certainly can 
be no reply to the statute that the persons 
guilty of keeping open a house where 
liquors are sold and drunk had some other 
business in view as the primary object of 
its operating, and that the selling of such 
liquors is merély an incident to this ob- 
ject. A persan keeping a grocery store, 
but who kept as incidental to his grocery 


business a bar in one corner of the atore, - 


where his friends were ‘accustomed to 
gather on the Sabbath day and partake 
with him of intoxicating drinks, might 
as well make this plea as the plaintiff in 
error. 

The fact that the mafn purpose Was s0- 
cial pleasure and of the other the realiza- 
tion of profit from his grocery business, 
can make no difference. In both, the sell- 
ing was merely incidental to, and not the 
main object of the business.”’ 

Any place where liquors are kept, sold 
or given away, whether it is called a bar 
club, ghee club, resort or a parlor or a 
restaurant, ifitisa place where liquors are 
retailed and tippled on the Sabbath day 
with a door to get into it, so that anybody 
can push it open and go and drink, the 
“proprietor of it is guilty of keeping open 
a tippling house on Sunday.”’ 

Below is the head note to the supreme 
c decision:

Cobb, J.—1. The mere fact that the sell- 
ing and drinking of intoxicating liquors 
was “only an incident and not the main 
object” of the incorporation of a social club, 
will make the place where such liquors are 
dispensed and drunk none the less a tip- 
pling house within the meaning of the 
statute making penal the keeping open of 
such houses on the Sabbath day. 

® A person who s the manager, and also 
a member and officer, of such a social 
club, and who exercises a general super- 
intendence over the affairs of the club, in- 
cluding the bar from which intoxicating 
drinks are furnished, is amenable to the 
statute above referred to. 

° That “only members’ are permitted 
in the rooms of a social club will not take 
such an organization out of the statute pro- 
hibiting the keeping open of tippling houses 
on the Sabbath day.

Atlanta is enjoying the presence of In- 
dian summer, which for three weeks thas 
been the prevailing season, and while the 
fires have been kindled more from coziness 
than for comfort in most houses, the sun 
shines with steady rays and makes the sea- 
son one of the most delightful of the whole 
year, 

To the rambler who seeks the field and 
wood, with his dog bringing up the wake, 
there is no time like the few short weeks 
of Indian summer, when nature takes on 
her coloring and when to all appearances the 
sparrow sings as joyfully as at the break 
of spring. 

Indian summer to most persons {s an in- 
def.nite season somewhere

and as a rule, only the old 
the man who watahes yearly 
for its approach can tell exactly when it 
The varies in different 
parts of the country, put in north Georgia 
Indian summer begins about the last of 
October and continues until the middle of 
November. During these short weeks to 
the observer of nature there is a change on 
hill, in sky and field—a mood of nature 
that only comes at this time of the vear.

The atmosphere is usually filled with a 
dim haze, the sky has a reddish tinge, ac- 
eentuated toward evening, and as a rule, 
there 1s a dearth of rain. It is this season, 
when the jieaves turn from their sum- 
mer color and first take on the dusky 
brown of the fields, when every tree is a 
nearer reflection in its thousands of leaves 
of the crimson sunset, 

Indian summer is a season peculiar to 
America; or rather, it is known only by 
that name in this country. Early settlers 
noticed the peculiar haze in the atmosphere 
and suspiciously mistook it for real smoke 
from the prairies, set on fire by the In- 
dians, and the recurrence of the phenome- 
non eaused the season to be knOWn as 
Indian summer. It is also the time When 
the early Indians gathered their corn for 
the winter, letting it remain on the stalk 
during the summer to become dry and hard. 
The golden rod, with its democratic habit 
of growing anywhere regardless of any con- 
ditions, reigns with undisputed sway 
throughout the season and of itself adds a 
charm to the landscape that demands for it 
the title of national mower. The chrysan- 
themum nods sleepily in its pot at the hot- 
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house and longs. for the wild field where 
the sedges wave in the wind, but is usually 
satisfled with a day’s outing on the front 
steps or a more sociable evening in the 
large hallway, when the guests gather 
around it and discuss its snow white petals 
until the chrysanthemum becomes wearied 
of so much praise and wishes thhimself once 
more in the hothouse by the side of the 
crimson rose. 

In the fie:d the golden rod which, from its 
acquired indifference to the varied changes 
Of weather, has gained an enviable repu- 
tation among flowers for its bravery, is 
never missing from the landscape, but 
laughs and sighs in the breéze and talks 
in smothered tones of fabled flower lore. 
What the golden rod tells its neighbors 
would doubtless be of interest, but it is 
easy to imagine that the wild beauty tells 
at times of its own conquests and how the 
golden rod received the greatest number 
of votes cast for the national flower, all 
of which was deserved. It whispers doubt- 
less in undertone of that time back in the 
mist, beyond the memory of man, when the 
simple thistle by a brave deed saved the 
Scottish throne from the thands of the 
Dane, tells to ‘the wondering flowers in the 
field how the king of the Scots was sorely 
set upon in his castle by the invader and 
how the broad moat being filled with water 
it was feared the Dane would have easy ac- 
cess to the castle, and how it was that 
the brave thistle came to the reséue, for 
thousands of them were thrown into the 
moat and piled up in such a heap that the 
invader cou:d not swim across and had to 
£0 away. disconsolate. Then the Seots 
lauded the thistle very highly for what it 
had done for them and their king, and ‘his 
majesty was not content until he had pro- 
claimed the thistle througthout his realm 
as the flower of Scotland, and so it has 
been till this day. 

Indian summer ushers in the ‘possum and 
the partridge, and by night the former is 
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chased through the woodland and up some 
hollow tree and finally is laid out in a mas- 
S.ve dish on the dinner table, where the 
Euests are gathered, and amid discussions 
of ths ’possum flavor, the fact that he was 
the most elusive and troublesome ’possum 
to get is brought out very plainly. 

There is nothing like Indian summer for 
the bird hunter, who roams through the 
Sage brush in the crisp morning air with 
his setter paring off ahead of him, rais- 
ing his head furtively at times and moving 
off again with renewed confidence in the 
Scent. It is the time when hunting is not 
Only a pleasure, but when it ceases to be 
an infraction of the law to hunt. 

The college man and the footbal] crank 
allow their locks to go uncropped at a, 
first sign of the season more from instinct ] 
than reason, and While the red Indian is 
gathering his corn in a smal] way out west, 
the first kick-off of the season is signaled 
on the eridiron, and the woolly and un- 
tamed collegians come together with a fe- 
rocity inherited from the combats of the 
aborigines. What is done to the man on 
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the bottom at times in an ordinary mass 
Play, when the umpire is engaged in set- 
tling another affair, would shock the least 
sensitive feelings of the wildest Huron that 
ever flashed a tomahawk in the face of a 
foe, but the game has become national; is 
a part of the American civilization, and is

an indispensable accompaniment to our In- 
dian summer. 

The thrysanthemum-headed  footballist 
has a habit of dropping down on the city 
once every two weeks wrapped up to his 
teeth in a badly-colored sweater and emit- 
ting incoherent howls that have gradually 
acquired the latter-day title of ‘college 
yells.”

It is only when in the woods that the 
time can be ‘appreciated, and- there the 
admirer of nature wanders as regularly as 
the season returns. The fields seem to 
breathe of another day with the misty 
haze hanging over them at dusk, and the 
name of the season suggests a time hack 
in history when the red man strode through 
the village on the way back to his haunts 
and stopped in front of the cabin to tell of 
the cold weather that would soon come 
out of the north. 

The leaves turn a sunset color, 
preparing for the end with a premonition 
that men do not feel, turn eritmson for a 
last masquerade in the parting summer, 
and everything in nature vies in brilliant 
hue to set at naught the rest.

Speculation is said to have led to Cross's 
downfall. His fortune has doubtless gone 
down with the bank. Among the heavy 
anges by the failure are Lyon county and 
the city of Emporia. All the city and 
county funds were deposited in the insti- 
tution. Crose was custodian of his fa- 
ther’s estate, which ig aiso said to be in 
a wrecked condition, 

Cross’s ending was tragic. No signs of 
mental agitation on the part of the bank 
president bad been displayed, and when 
Crosa left the bank today, ten minutes 
before it ciosed, he waved his hand pleas- 
antly to all his associates. He went im- 
mediately to “Sunnyslope” farm and 
passed into the bedroom of Manager 
Evans's house. Later Evans found Banker 
Cross lving in a pool of blood with a pistol 
in his hand, One shot had been fired and 
it went through the back of the head. 

The news of the suicide was on the streets 
of Emporia if a few minutes after the 
white card appeared upon tne bank door 
and created a most intense sensation. 

The bank’s last statement issued showed: 

Liabilities, capital,. $11,000. 

Surplus and profits, $101, 289,53, 

Due to depositors, banks ana@d bankers, 
$513,599.42. 

Circulation, $22,500. 

Total ~esources, $737,888 92. 

To a reporter Examiner Jones said: 
‘While [ do know exactly 
the outcome o? thts matter may be, 
I think I am justified in saying that the 
depositors will not suffer seriously. Yet 

when a thing like this occurs it lops off 2 
per cent of the assets of the bank at one 
bilow.”’ 

William Martindale, 
bank, has been regarded by 
cent for many years as one of the solidest 
men’in Kansas. He has served a number 
of terms in the Kansas legislature ard 
has frequently been mentioned as a candi- 
date for gevernor. 

Cross was the son of the late Colonel 
Harrison C. Cross,-who died a few years 
ago. Young Cross was thirty-nine years 
of age, and had worked in the bank, which 
his father helped to organize, since boy- 
hood.

He leaves a wid- 
ow and daughter. He had married twice.

trial could not possibly have affected the 
finding of the jury except as to one item 
in their verdict, and where the amount of 
this item was written off by plaintiff's 
counsel, the chatge, even if erroneous, was 
thus made harmless to defendant, and 
hence there was no error in refusing a new 
trial on this ground. 

® There being a conflict in the testimony, 
and that in favor of the successful party 
being sufficient to sustain- the verdict as 
it now stands, this court will not inter- 
fore with the discretion of the trial judge 
in overruling the motion on the general 
grounds.
